The Central 
Intelligence Agency, like every* 
body else, has been scanning the 
skies for unidentified flying ob¬ 
jects since 1949. That fact emerges 
from documents obtained under a 
fs^dom of information suit by 
Oceund Saucer Watch, an Arltona* 
bmed organisation of scientlsta 
and engineers seeking to "prove or 
dli^itove’* the existence of UFOs. 

^he CIA has said often that it 
closed its books on UFOs during 
1952. The documents clearly 
demonstrate otherwise. 

The l,000*page batch of papers 
implies that tto CIA accepts the 
.real existence of UFOs. A 19SS 
document says the sightinp could 
mask Russian air attacks or 
psychological warfare, and recom¬ 
mends a public information policy 
“that will minimise concern and 
possible panic.” A 1975 document 
warns against acknowledging any 
pattern or link in the sightings. 
“Response should be direct, forth¬ 
right and emphaaiie that the ac¬ 
tion taken was in response to an 
isolated or specific Incident.” 

In his classic study in the mid* 

19508 of “flying saucers,” the 
Swiss psychdoglst Carl Gustav 
Jung made the point that whether 
or not UFOs exist, the fact that 
large numbers of people think they 
see them says much about the my¬ 
thologising tendency of modern 
man. The old myths fade and are 
forgotten, Jung says, but man 
forever Invents new ones.

Local encounter 
draws attention 
of UFO experts

A dramatic increase in reported UFO activities has 
swamped the nation’s major center for extraterrestrial 
investigations, which wants to question a Hialeah man 
who claims he was abducted by a UFO. 

' “We absolutely have to talk to Filiberto Cardenas,” 
declared Estelle Postol, administrator of the Center for 
UFO Studies in Evanston, Ill. 

Postol said “there could be a-link” between the^ 
Cardenas case and UFOs spotted in recent weeks over 
widely separated parts of the world. 

Cardenas, 46, of 60 E. 38th St., says he was 
snatched Wednesday night/by a dazzling, buzzing 
“strange force” which took him on a 12-mile ride over 
Dade. Three witnesses insist he is telling the truth. 

Postol said the center is now receiving up to 450 re¬ 
ports a month of worldwide UFO activity, a substantial 
incre^ over previous years. Some 90 per cent can be 
explained as genuinely natural or maii* *mlade phenome¬ 
na, she said. 

* But since Dec. 22, there have occurred these baf¬ 
fling events: 

^ A glowing object reported by a pilot to be shad¬ 
owing his aircraft on its approach to Christchurch Air¬ 
port in New Zealand. 

^ A fleet of five brilliantly illuminated flying sau¬ 
cers reported whipping over Caracas, Venezuela, dur¬ 
ing a New Year's Eve blackout. 

^ Six “beings” a former nurse and her son said 
they encountered on a lonely country road in Johannes¬ 
burg, South Africa. The woman said that when she be¬ 
came excited and shouted, the creatures dashed into a 
brightly colored craft with pink lights and flew away. 

^ Three mysterious objects, sparkling like dia¬ 
monds and gyrating like electrocardiograms, reported 
flashing over Jerusalem’s Mount of Olives. 

^ A large, round, glowing object seen hovering 
1,500 feet al^ve Winter Haven Thursday, and then said 
to have shot straight up and zoomed away. 

Postol said investigators at the privately financed 
center want to administer a lie detector test to Carde¬ 
nas and to have him undergo psychological and voice 
analyses and hypnotic regression. 

“I would certainly not dismiss his experience out of 
hand,” she said. 

But Cardenas said yesterday that while he had 
nothing against such tests, he would have to consult 
with friends before agreeing to take them. 

Cardenas was interviewed in his bedroom. He wore 
a bathrobe and huddled under the blankets on his bed. 


The shades' were drawn because Cardenas complained 
that his eyes hurt ever since the UFO incident. And 
Cardenas said his face, chest and shoulders throbbed 
with burns he suffered in the adventure. 

“I did not want publicity,” he rasped in a hoarse 
voice. “But my wife Iris convinced me that my story 
woul(n>enefit the entire natillm and all mankind.” 

Cardenas said the bizarre episode unfolded around 
6 p.m, Wednesday, when h^and three members of the 
Marti family — Fernando,-46, his wife Elizabeth, 36, 
and daughter Mirta, 13. of 8632 NW 35th Ct. — were 
returning from an unsuccessful effort to buy a pig for 
Sunday night supper. 

Cardenas said his 1970 Chevy developed electrical 
problems and stalled on Okeechobee Road near Flori¬ 
da’s Turnpike Extension. He and Marti got out of the 
car and opened the hood, Cardenas said. 

“At that very moment, a red-violet light cut 
through the twilight. And there was an intense noise, 
like the buzzing of thousands of bees,” Cardenas re¬ 
called. 

“I tried to move but I was paralyzed, unable to do 
anything. I could hear the screams of the women in the 
car. I looked down and saw that I was suspended three 
feet from the ground. 


“The next thing I remember is coming to, on my 
hands and knees, on the Tamiami Trail, near 137th Av¬ 
enue. It was two hours later — and 12 miles away 
from where the car had stalled.” 

A passing motorist saw Cardenas and notified po¬ 
lice, who picked him up. Police said Cardenai^ told them 
he had no idea what had happened. 

Meanwhile, Marti said, the car suddenly started 
after Cardenas’ disappearance. The Martis rushed to 
Hialeah where they reported the incident to police, 
who listed it as a missing person. 

“I would find it hard to believe, if I read about it in 
a newspaper,” admitted Marti. “But I was there with 
my wife and daughter. We were all terrified by the 
light and the noise. When it ended, Filiberto had van¬ 
ished.” 

The Cuban-born Cardenas owns a discount store 
where he sells articles used in the Afro-Cuban cult of 
spirits and spells known as Santeria. A life-size statue 
of Saint Barbara, clutching a sword, dominates his liv¬ 
ing room. 

Cardenas describes himself as an intensely religious 
person, a teetotaler with no use for fantasy. He said, 
“Before this happened, I scoffed at UFOs. Now I know 
differently." ^

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It seemed like a scene out of 
“Guerre Stellari”, as the film 
“Star Wars” was called in Rome, 
Italy, when Highway policeman 
Tommaso Davi, recently found 
himself giving chase in his patrol 
car, to a spherical, shining uniden¬ 
tified flying object said to have 
temporarily knocked out elec¬ 
tricity at various points along the 
Adricatic coastal road. 

But the incident was real. Fur¬ 
thermore, it was only one of a rash 
of recent sightings throughout the 
Italian penninsula that have led 
many people in Rome to believe 
events in Italy are being closely 
followed by creatures from out of 
space. 

Over the past two months, the 
Italian skies appear to have been 
invaded by swarms of “OyNIs” or 
“Oggetti yolanti non Idendifical” 
the Italian version of UFO*s. 
Sightings which appear to have 
been concentrated in an area now 
dubbed the “Adratle triangle” bet¬ 
ween Pescara and Ancona along 
Italy’s eastern coast, have made 
as far south as Palermo and as far 
north as Trieste and Milan. 

They have led to traffic jams in 
Naples, caused fear among fisher¬ 
man who have seen their ships in¬ 
struments disturbed and 
frightened the residents of Rome. 
Furthermore, the sightings have 
been made and reported by a 
growing number of citizens atove 
all possible suspicion, like 
soldiers, NATO officers and pilots. 

For example, the first sighting 
in Rome recendy —a luminous, 
green object hovering in the early 
morning skies — was made by of¬ 
ficers on duty at police headquar¬ 
ters whose original skepticism had 
disappeared after insistent callers 
told them to “go and look for your¬ 
selves.” 


In Palmero, a few days before, a 
bank teller, Nino Raffagnino, 
hastily photographes a UFO he 
thought he spotted in the Sicilian 
sky and came up with pictures of a 
shining disk with a donut-like hole 
in the middle. A night patrol of 
carabinieri or military police in 
Calabria also saw an unusual 
“streak of light in the sky,” as did 
soldiers on guard duty at Brindisi 
on the Adriatic. 

The Unidentified Flying Objects 
sighted here have been described 
by witnesses as green, red or 
white lights or, alternatively, as 
spherical or elongated silver or 
orange metallic objects. Whether 
real or imagined, the flurry of 
sightings has so charged the at¬ 
mosphere. 

Others, described as trapezoidal 
or triangular in form, have been 
seen hovering ahead, or in two 
bizarre incidents in different 
cities, perched on the giant an¬ 
tenna of the Italian state radio and 
television network. 

Less publicized have been what 
a spokesman for the Clypeus 
group in Turin has referred to as 
close encounters of the second 
kind. According to the group, so 
far this year there have been nine 
spacecraft landings in Italy with 
crew members from out er space 
repeatedly described by eyewit¬ 
nesses as “humanoid” in ap¬ 
pearance.
